HE Account tran{mitted on the Part of 
the Imperialifts of the Battle fought in 
Lombardy between the Armies under 
Prince Eugene of Savoy and the Duke 
of Vendome, is as follows. 

The Army of the Imperialifts and their Allies ha- 
ving decamp’d from Romanengo the toth, after 2 
hard Marches arriv’d in the Neighbourhood of Con- 
cefo and Trezzo, thereby gaining above 2 Days 
March of the Enemy. ’Iwas defign’d to pafs the 
Adda thereabouts ; but being come to the River, we 
found infuperable Difficulties in that Parc of it. An- 
other Place fome Miles higher was view'd, and 
judg’d to be a very commodious Paflage ; where- 
upon 11 little Boats loaded on Waggons were fent 
thither, with other things requifie for making a 
Bridge, and with them went ail the Grenadiers and 
1000 Fufileers, with the 2 Kegiments of Dragoons 
cf Herbeviile and Trautmanfdorf, led by Monfieur 
Stille a Major General of the Pruifians. This De- 
tachment, got thither by Day-break, and were fol- 


low'd by the Army. The Place was found the more 


commodious for the Bridge, for that the Enemy’s 
Line along the Adda was but flenderly guarded, and 


that there were thereabouts in a Body only one Bat- 


tallion of French and afew Horie, in a Country Seat 
nam’d Paradifo, which ftands a half Cannon-fhor 
from the intended Pafflage. So that before the Ene- 
my could have been reinfore’d there, our Bridge 
would have been finifh’d, had not fome of the Wag- 
gonson which were the Boats, broke by the Way:. 
and thereby fo much time was loft, that the Boats 
could nor be brought up till Noon. Inthe mean 
time the Enemy were driven out of their Line, and 
we began our Bridge; but the Current was fo rapid, 
and the Boars fo {mall, that it was 5 a Clock before 
3 Boars could be faften together in the Water ; fo 
that the Enemy had Time to be reinforc’d from di- 
vers Parts, and even the Duke of Vendome himfelf 
appear’d with fome Regiments, his Dragoons coming 
upon a Gallop. The Ground on the other fide of the 
River was.a little Plain, and from it went 2 Roads 
fo narrow that 2 Men could not march a breaft in 
them s the Enemy had pofted themfelves on the ri- 
fing Grounds, and there had plac’d fome Pieces of 
light Artillery : And befides, ic was doubrful our 
little Boats in fo ftrong a Current would not bear 
our Artillery or Horfe. It was for thefe Reafons 
judg’d impoffible to pafs : However the Bridge was 
carry’d on, and finifh’d the next Day, (which was 
the 15th) and a Work was begun at the Head of 
the Bridge to amufe the Enemy and draw more of 
their Forces that Way. Buc at the fame time 
the Army was ordered back to their former 
Camp§ ac Brembato: Only Major General Stil- 
le with the Grenadiers and the 1000 Fufileers 
were lefc to ruine the Bridge the next Night ; which 
done, he follow’d the Army with his Detachment and 
Cannon. 

The 16th at Break of Day, the Army march’d in 
2 Columns towards Treviglio, with Defign to fall 
unexpected upon the Ennmy. Our Vanguard led 
by Baron Riedt Quarter-Mafter-General beihg ad- 


vanc'd thither, mec the Enemy’s Forragers, of whom 
he killd or made Prifoners a gooa Number, and 
took a great many Mules and Heuries. We learnt by 
the Prifoners, that the Grand Prior was on this fide 
the Adda near Caflano, with above 20 Batra!!! rs 
and 30 Squadrons, being pofted between the Adda 
and a Canal very difficule to pafs. “The Army pur- 
fued their Match along the H:gn-Road co the Plain 
between freviglio and Catiano, tnd was there 
drawn up in Bartallia in Order to attack the Enemy. 

Between 12 and 1 the Onter wasmad>. The At- 
tack was vigorous; the Enemy were puih'd from their 
Ground: and after we had grin’d a Bridge on cur 
Right upon the Canai calid Kicorta, we drove 
of them into the Water. The Enemy raliving, 
vane’d with their ucmoft Vigour againft our 
tallions thar had pafs’d the Canal, ad 
them to repafs it ; but the Fire being ened 
on both fides, and continued withs - 
miffion a full Hour, the Enemy were apn | ac 
from their Ground ; the Bricge was rcrake:, and 
our Men having pafs’d ir a2 2d Jime wit) incorceive 
able Bravery, puth'd the Eremy before thes on out 
Righr, driving them even over the Ad aud > he

Flight cowards the Head of their Bridge, over a- 
gainft Caffano. 

The Attack was no Je!s vizorous on cur 
fome of the Enemy’s Barralliuns actually bea a Pare 
ley burt our Batrallions being unable to poth ca 
the Arrack, becaufe their Arms and Amminunoa 
were wer with their patling through the Wares, the 


Enemy renewd their Fire, and we could sor bear 
them clear off their Ground, becaufe the. were 
coverd by 2 Canals: he tirft was hue 
the 2d was deep, "owas impoilibie 10 - aa 
there we loft fiveral of our Men, tae 
ger boldnefs plung’d into. Things thus, 


we halted above 3 Hours, notwitbitancing wie Knew 
my made a terrible Fire with their Canon and Mol 
quets, from the Head of their Bridge, and the ( a- 
{tle of Caffano. After which ovr Troops were 
commanded back to this fide of the Canal, and we 
return'd tothe Camp. The Fire in this Action was 
fo quick and conftanr, that it cannor be defers’ : 
None ever faw the like, nor can ihe Bravery of the 
whole Army be (efficiently applauded : The Foor 
rufh'd into the Water, whole Battallions at once, up 
to the Neck, and though the Enemy made an in- 


credible Fire upen them, pafs'd cnd chare’d wih» 


Arms and Ammuni:son all wer. unaccounra- 
ble the Enemy fhould fufer themfelves to be beaien 
in a Poft fo advantagious by its Sirnatinn, and sen- 
der’d the more fo by the Fire of the Cannon ard 
{mall Arms of tie Caftle of Caffano: Befides, the 
Duke of Vendome arriv’d a little before the Fighr, 
with moft of the Troovs he had with him en che 
other fide of the Adda. The Number of rhe kill’d 
or wounded, is not yet known. 

Of our Generals, the Count of Leiningen Gene- 
ral of the Horfe was kill'd.. Among the wounded, 
is Prince Eugene of Savoy, our Commander in 
Chief, who receiv'd a Wourd by a Muforer- thor be- 
hind his right Ear, bur ‘tis nor dangerous ; the 
Count of Revenilau, Licurenant General; Prince 
Jofeph of Lorrair, Prince Alexander of Wirtem- 
berg, and Harfch, Majors General, We took 3 of 
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che Enemy's Cannon in tlie beginning of the Action, 
and were poffets'd of chem to the laft, bur for want 
of Hortes could not get them over the Canal, many 
of our Artillery Horles being kill’d, We cannot 
yer give an exact Account of ithe Baggage, Hortes, 
Mutes, Standards and Colours, we have taken ; 
but of the laccer we faw a great many floating in the 
Adda ; and the Prifoners, as weil Officers as Soldi- 
ers, foe being broughs into the Camp hourly fill, 
yery numerous. 
” ve the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 29. 
Pais, Aug. 29. Lhe 23d of this Monta the Mar- 
quis de SencCterre brough: the firlt News of the 
Victory ob:aind in Lombardy over the Imperialiits, 
and the 25th a Courier arriv'd wich the following 
Parciculars. Prince Evgene decamp,’d trom Reme- 
nengo, marching in 3 Columns up be.ween the Og- 
jio and Adda. The Duke of Vendome having Ju- 
teiligence he had turnd cowards the Adda, pals'd 
the oerio, and afier he had given order to the Grand 
Piicr to cad the Army along the Adda, he pais‘d 
that Raver with a Body of Hate and Dragoons, or- 
dering 15 Batta‘ions to foilew bin, When he was 
come abuve Callano, be found the Enem) had laid 
a Bridge here 5 avd potting bis Troops cn che 
fing Giounds over againit them, they durit nat at- 
reinpt ro pals. Phe Night between the i§th and

Prince Eugene fecing his Detign to nafs ar that 
Place vo attack the Graod Prior. 
Accordingly, atcer le had caus'd his Bridge to be 
broken, he morch’d wich his whole Army : Waica 
tbe Duke of Veodeme perceiving at break of Day, 
rightly concluded whiter he was movivg. Imme- 
diately be orderd the Marquis de Senccterre to 
marca with fveed to Caliano with 4 Regiments of 
Pragoors He himiclf, wich the Marquis de St. Fre- 
the Count de Chemeraur, and the Chevalier 
de Broglin, haftcn’d thither likewife ; leaving order 
with che Counc de Colmenero and the Chevalier de 
Lux mbourg, to bring to him with ail Expedition 
the 15 Batcaltions that had been detach’d from the 
Army. He was inform’d at Caffano, where the 
King’s Army was arviv’d, that the Enemy were bur 
within 2 Miles of ours ; fo withour lofs of time he 
made the neceflary Difpofitions for giving them a 
Good Reception. About 11 a Clock in the Morning, 
the Enemy having pais'd the Naviglio or Canal de la 
Communa, drew up in Batrallia at 2 Mufquec Shor 
diftance, and atrack’d the Left where bur 12 of the 
15 Battallions led by the Count de Colmenero were 
airivd. the Duke of Vendome caus’d the Bank 
of a Rivuler that is in that Place to be lin’'d ; and 
there the Fire was very hor,ac Pike’s Length. Half a 
Quarter of an Hourafier the Enemy attack'd the Cen- 
tre and Pighr, end che Fire continued with the fame 
Fury near 4 Hours. The Enemy broke into the 
Centre in 2 Places, where ftood the Brigades of 
Grancey and Bourk, which charging them with 
their Bavonets in the Muzzies of their Pieces, kiil’d 
a great Number of thom and drove back the reft 
inco the Naviglic. The Imperiahfts making their 
at the end of ow Lefce Wing, put our 
Men there into fume Ditorder, and advancing near 
tothe Bridge peffefs'd ther {elves of a Cailine but 
the Regiment of Vendome beat them onc of it, and 


rhe. lof there .bove goo “en. The Diforder in the 
Lets was likewile toon remedied by fome Batrallions 


which Cocne Albergort fent thidher and then che. 


Enemy thought only of retiring. The Regimenr de la 
sAarine, fup by the Regiments of Dregonns of 
Heron, Verac, and Lautiec, cou'd not pothbdly be 
tired from their Ground; and it was in that pare 
and in the Rerrear, thac the Enemy fniier'd their 
grercett Lofs. “Phe Count de Medavy who was on 
Pighr, diftirguify’d himfelf eminenel:, 25 dic 
oufiear Dillon, the Lord Gal- 
mu-, and alfo the Sieurs de Colmenero, de Cheme- 
rout. de Vaudray, de Saint Pater, and the Chevalier 
de Luxembourg. The Ground not permitting the 


idorie co fight, the Marquis de S:, Fremaont and the 


Count de Praflin who commanded them, fungorted 
the Foor all the while, as did likewife the Count de 
Murfay: They even inix’d with the Fou frequently, 
and themfelves to a very great cue. Tie 
Grand Prior could nor be ia'the Batle, being fenr 
by the Duke.of Vendome 2_ Hours before ic began 
to Rivolta, with 2 Brigades of Horfe and 1 of Foor, 
and wih him the Siewrs de Biffy, Angalerie, 
fat, and Broglio. "Tis bettev’uthere might-be 2500 
Men of the King’s Troops ki"d or wounded, we 
“have pot yet a particular Account of them. 
of the Encmy’s flain were counted on the Field, be. 
fides what were drown'd or wounded, and 1800 are 
Prifoners : So that ’tis not doubted they loft ar leat 
10 or 12000 Men. Prince Eugene, Prince Jofeph of 
Lorrrain, and the Duke of Wittemberg weve woun- 
ded ; and the Count of Leiniagen was kill’d.

‘and quit the Field of Battle. Prince ‘Eugene 
wounded, fome of their Generals kill’d, above 

7ooo of their Men flain on.the Spot, 1800 made 

Prifoners, and feveral Cannon and Colours taken 

from them, thew the Fight which lafted 4 Hours, 

was bloody and obftinate; and the Victory to be 
intire and compleat. This Succefs being principal- 
ly to be afcrib’d to the vifible Protection of Heae 
ven, I would not defer returning publick Thanks
